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ECE meets students’ needs

The Valencia Elementary School Ear- 
ly Childhood Education (ECE) program 
combines a parachute, plastic foam 
meattrays, typewriters, workbooks and 
a handmade quilt to meet the individual 
needs of each student 

Teacher team leader Jan Bell said the 
ECE program uses aides and learning 
centers to provide individualized instruc- 
tion. The ECE program is in its first 
year at Valencia School 


The 300 students, kindergartners 
through third graders. are divided into 
small groups for classroom activities 
The teacher presents a new concept to 
one group while the other groups work 
with aides 

Each classroom is divided into lear- 
ning or activity centers which focus on

ditterent skills. The kindergarten in- 
cludes reading readiness and listening 
centers. At other centers kindergartners 
compare different shapes or sounds 

The week's lessons are planned so that 
students work in each center. Teachers 
and aides supervise the activities and 
evaluate each child's progress. Mrs. Bell 
said extensive records are kept so 
lessons can be individualized for each 
child. 

First. second and third graders move 
from center to center and room to room 
for various lessons. Mixing grade levels 
in the small groups overcomes the feel- 
ing of failure if a student isn't working at 
grade level. Mrs. Bell said 

Primary grade learning centers are 
similar to the kindergarten centers. In 
listening centers, students listen to 
records or tape recorders or an adult

reads to the group. Through such ac- 
tivities children learn to enjoy music and 
stories as well as learning how to listen 
and follow directions. 

Each learning center has all the 
materials needed for the activities. A 
creative writing center includes paper, 
pencils and an instruction card or an in- 
teresting picture 

A reference center has dictionaries 
and other reference materials. Math 
centers have clocks for telling time as 
well as plastic foam meattrays with 
plastic chips for counting and learning 
arithmetic 

Students have especially enjoyed the 
typing center with its three typewriters. 
Game centers where children play 
number or word games are also popular 

Game centers aren't just for fun. Mrs 
Bell said games and tactile experiences 
reinforce concepts presented by the 
teacher. Children lose game center 
privileges if they don't follow the basic 
center rules 

Mrs. Bell noted that centers are good 
tools for teaching children responsibility 
since it is their job to clean up all 
materials they use. Centers can be 
equipped without much expense since 
such common items as plastic foam 
meattrays, paper plates and metal film 
cans are used 

Children are divided into groups on the 
basis of working pace as well as skill 
level. Mrs. Bell said even students who 
have the same level of ability work at 
different speeds. Methodical workers 
can become very frustrated if they are 
forced to work quickly. she noted 

Classroom activities include individual 
as well as group projects. Students have 
been making scenes of the history of 
Upland. They also are drawing pictures 
to sew into a large quilt of Upland 
history 

Kindergartners have a favorite out- 
door game involving an old parachute 
Children hold the parachute edge and. 
following the teacher's directions, 
change places, skip in a circle and com- 
pletely enclose themselves in the 
parachute 

A large part of the state ECE funds are 
used for classroom assistance. Mrs. Bell 
said teachers rely on paid and volunteer 
parent aides to provide individual atten- 
tion to students 

She said teachers present all the new 
concepts, but the aides are important in 
reinforcing learning and in spotting 
children who need additional help. 

The ECE program also has had great 
success with cross-age tutors especially 
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in the afternoon when volunteer adults 
are not available, Mrs. Bell said. 

Cross-age tutors are older students 
who work 15-20 minutes a day for two 
weeks. A total of 30 cross-age tutors 
work in the program each day 

Mrs. Bell said tutors include students 
from all ability levels. She noted that 
some students with discipline problems 
have improved their self-images by 
working as cross-age tutors. 

Teachers have worked especially hard 
to organize the program, Mrs. Bell said 
They visited other schools and then 
planned a program specifically for 
Valencia students. 

She said planning is essential so 
children are placed at the proper level 
and are able to move on as they are 
ready. 

The program also requires constant 
evaluation and communication among 
teachers and aides so lessons are 
presented properly and goals are met 
Mrs. Bell said teachers have spent a lot 
of time this year setting up learning 
centers and making many of the g ames 
and lesson packets the children use. 

She noted that the effort has been 
worth it since the program scored very 
well in its first state evaluation 
Teachers have been excited to see the 
change in the children and the 
enthusiasm shown by parents and the 
community, she added 

The PTA and the parents’ bridge club 
have raised money to purchase supplies 
and donated a duplicator which teachers 
have really appreciated, Mrs. Bell said 

ECE teachers now are working to in- 
volve area service clubs and community 
residents. Parents, retired people and 
local organizations are all good 
resources since they include people who 
have experience in all fields, she said

Center designed to meet women’s needs

‘Generally women haven't been given 
encouragement and support in going out 
and doing things for themselves,”’ said 
Mary Wooten, coordinator of Chaffey 
College’s new Women’s Center. 

The center, which opened in earty 
February, is designed to meet the needs 
of women in the community as well as 
women students 

There are many women of all ages, 
including high school, who need 
opportunities for self-exploration and 
improvement of self-concepts and 
information on careers, education, 
health and child care, according to a 
report by the Chaffey College Women’s 
Task Force. 

The center operates mainly as an 
informal drop-in center where women 
can meet other women they might not 
have come in contact with, the 
coordinator said 

The center also plans to sponsor 


ie 


programs and interest groups. Sexual 
Equality Week, May 11-17, will focus on 
the changing roles of men and women 
Past programs have included women’s 
day, film series and presentations by 
women in such careers as truck driver, 
architect, law enforcement officer, 
engineer and school administrator. 

Mary said plans for next quarter 
include interest groups for returning 
women students, single mothers, men, 
and groups for consciousness raising and 
assertiveness training. Other groups will 
be set up as they are requested, she 
added 

The center is not just academic but 
hopes to work on women’s problems, she 
said. As an information center, the 
Women’s Center will have resource files 
on financial aid for women and health 
and child care resources. 

Part of Mary Wooten's job as 
coordinator is to reach women in the 
community. Women don’t have to be 


enrolled at Chaffey College to use the 
center's resources, she noted. Her goal 
is to set definite daytime and evening 
hours for the center so women can come 
in at all times 

The center presently is interviewing 
community women to discover their 
needs. Mary said the center hopes to 
learn what courses, facilities and 
activities women want and what 
problems are keeping them from 
attending college 

Statistics show the need for women’s 
programs at Chaffey College. According 
to the Women’s Task Force report, the 
number of women students has almost 
doubled since 1968. Nine out of 10 women 
will work at some times in their lives 
and one out of every eight families are 
headed by women 

“Opportunities should be provided for 
all women, recent high school graduates 
to the mature woman, to explore 
alternatives that are available to them

through education,” the report said 

The task force said one of the center's 
main goals is reaching women who have 
been confined to low-paying, unstable 
employment because of cultural 
background, family responsibilities or 
lack of skills. 

The center also should help women 
develop pride in the achievements of 
women and show women that their hopes 
can be achieved, the report said 

The center is trying to hire two part- 
time staff to assist the coordinator. 
Mary said ‘‘A lot of wonderful 
enthusiastic women’ have helped start 
the center 

“T have a strong feeling women have 
volunteered so much, it’s about time 
they got paid for what they do,” she 
added.

New Cal State busway 


Residents of eight 
communities in the Pomona 
Valley can now take an express 
bus to California State 
University, Los Angeles. 

New direct bus service is 
provided to the university from 


Montclair, San Dimas, 
Claremont, Upland, 
Cucamonga, Alta Loma, 


Ontario and La Verne. One-way 
fare is 25 cents. Bus routes 
involved are 60 and 402. 
Pomona Valley residents 
attending classes at Cal State 
L.A. or visiting the campus for 
an event can board buses at 
several locations in each 
community, then proceed along 
the San Bernardino Freeway to 
the RTD busway station at the 
southern end of the campus. 
Opening of the station marks 
the completion of the San 


Bernardino Freeway busway 
program. The project was 
made possible by a grant from 
the Urban Mass Transportation 


Administration, Federal 
Highway Commission, 
Southern Pacific 


Transportation Co. and the 
cities of El.Monte and Los 
Angeles. 

Burdette Shearer of 
Claremont, admissions officer 
at Cal State L.A., said that 
applications for admission to 
the Spring and Summer 
quarters are now being 
accepted. Spring Quarter 
classes begin March 31. For 
enrollment information, call

The opening of the busway's 
final on-line station completes 
the historic $58 million transit 
project. 


“The El Monte Busway has 
had tremendous response from 
the people of Los Angeles 
County since the first days of 
operation,’ said Thomas G 
Neusom, RTD president. 

“The USC Medical Center 
station added a_ significant 
number of daily passengers. 
Now, the completed Cal State 
station located at California 
State University will attract 
many student commuters and is 
expected to raise this figure 
even higher,”’ he said 

The El Monte-Los Angeles 
Busway currently provides 
service to approximately 12,000 
daily passengers. A two-year 


‘ program of monitoring and 


evaluating the facility will now 
begin. 

The unique design of the 
University station has 


accomplished service at three 
levels: the entrance, or ground 
level of the station, is adjacent 
to the university campus, 20 
feet down and accessible by 
elevators is the second or 
middle level to the westbound 
busway lane. 


Busses will be leaving every 
two to five minutes during 
weekday peak hours. The first 
Los Angeles-bound bus 
commences service from the 
university station at 5:42 a.m. 
(6 a.m. and 6:25 a.m., 
respectively, on Saturdays and 
Sundays) with the last inbound 
trip departing at 1:20 a.m. 

Outbound buses to the 
Univeristy station will begin as 
early as 6:20 a.m., every day of 
the week with the last trip 
departing at 1:01 a.m 
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provided to the school from San Dimas, 
La Verne, Montclair, Ontario, Upland, 
Cucamonga and Alta Loma. Fare is 25

The certified vote returns 
presented Monday to the 
Chaffey Union Board of 
Trustees identified only four 
polling places as giving the tax 
measure at least a 50 per cent 
yes’ vote.

— The Alta Loma Junior High 
School polling station, which 
serves two Alta Loma 
precincts. Yes, 234; No, 144. 

— Elderberry School, serving

covering six small precincts in 
Ontario and unincorporated 
areas.

Overall, 9,057 negative votes 
were cast against the override, 
compared to 6,543 ‘‘yes’’ votes, 
a 42-58 per cent breakdown.

Oral surgeons are being 
flooded” with requests to per- 
form the jaw wiring, says the 
Journal of Oral Surgery in a re- 
cent editorial. The requests, the 
Journal says, have posed the 
doctors with both moral and 
ethical questions 

Wiring jaws closed might 
cause a shifting of teeth, 
periodontal disease, dental 
caries, and more seriously, 
vomiting could fill the lungs 
with food and stomach 
secretions, the editorial says. 

Aside from these com- 
plications, the Journal says, 
there is the ‘‘question of 
whether we are subjecting the 
patient to a procedure that will 
not really accomplish its in- 
tended purpose.” 

Just because the jaws are 
wired shut ‘does not guarantee 
loss of weight. Patients can ac-

Bumper law 
spelled out 
by patrol 


Is my car required to have a 
bumper? 

Numerous inquiries have 
been received by the Pomona 
Area California Highway 
Patrol from motorists relating 
to requirements for bumpers on 
certain passenger vehicles. 
Captain W. C. Jones, 
commander of the CHP’s 
Pomona area, provided the 
following information to clarify 
the definition of a bumper and 
to describe its proper 
installation for enforcement 
purposes. 

“A bumper is defined as a 
device to prevent the front or 
rear body portions of a vehicle 
from making contact with the 
front or rear body of another 
vehicle,’’ Jones said. ‘‘An 
adequate bumper should be 
regarded as a device 
constructed of metal, solid 
wood, pipe, metal bar or rod 
stock, heavy rubber blocks, or a 
combination of these materials 
that are securely affixed to the 
vehicle. Such devices either 
may be provided as original 
equipment or installed by the 
vehicle owner. Lightweight 
materials substituted for 
standard bumper installations 
that do not adequately prevent 
contact between the front or 
rear of the vehicle and another 
vehicle would not meet the 
intent of the law.” 


The following guide may 
be helpful in identifying 
vehicles which are not required 
to have bumpers: 

—Motorcycles and housecars. 


—Specially - constructed ve- 
hicles. The identification of a 
specially constructed vehicle 
may be determined by checking 
the registration indicia. If the 
indicia shows the make of 
vehicle as a brand name, such 
as Ford, Chevrolet, 
Wolkswagen, etc., the vehicle 
should be considered a 
passenger car requiring 
bumpers. However, if the make 


of the vehicle is indicated as 

SPCN, it is a specially - 

constructed vehicle 
—Four-wheel drive vehicles 


—Motor vehicles constructed 
on a truck chassis. When the 
cargo body is not combined 
with the front or cab portion of 
the body, these vehicles are not 
required to have bumpers 
However, bumpers are 
required on pickup-type 
vehicles when the cargo 
carrying portion of the body is 
an integral part of the designed 
body of the vehicle. Examples 
of this would be Chevrolet El 
Camino and Ford Ranchero 

~—Motor vehicles operated for 
hire, compensation, or profit, 
including limousines for hire 
and ambulances 


—Makes of motor vehicles of 
a model year, manufactured or 
sold in California in quantities 
of less than 2,000 units for each 
model year. Such vehicles must 
be examined on an individual 
basis to determine bumper 
requirements 

—Off-highway vehicles as 
determined by the Department 
of Motor Vehicles. These will 
probably be identified on the 
registration document as SPCN 
vehicles. 


‘“‘Any motor vehicle 
registered as a_ historical 
vehicle and which was not 
equipped with bumpers as part 
of its original equipment should 
not be required to install 
bumpers.”

Stabilized 
rent urged 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — 
Assemblyman Barry Keene, D- 
Eureka, has introduced 
legislation calling for a 
stabilization of rent8 in mobile 
home parks. The measure 
allows a tenant in ‘a mobile 
home park the option of 
obtaining an 18-month rental 
agreemnt at a fixed rate. The 
rental amount could not be 
more than 5 per cent higher 
than the rent as of January 1, 
1975. However, property tax 
increases and other types of 
assessments could be passed on 
to the tenant in the rent if 
proper notice is given by the 
park landlord. The bill does not 
call for any state agency to 
administer its provisions, so 
therefore there is no cost to the 
state, Keene stated in 
explaining the bill.
